One of the most important conferences of 
railway workingmen since the great strike 
in 1894 began at the Laclede Hotel Friday. 
Its purpose is to consider grievances of 
service men.e The meeting wiil probably

Sev- 
eral syeclaliy elected delegates from the 
Varicus batonua. committees of the four or- 
ders, whic) are represented by their chiels, 
are aiso preset. 

The conference is being held behind closed 
doors and every possible means 148 been 
adopted to prevent any of its results from 
becoming public. .Six guards patrol the 
corridor of the fourth moor, upon which 
the suite of rooms in which the conference 
is being held is iocated, and no one is al- 
lowed to approach the dvor of the sulte 
Without expiainnig his business. 

The action of the conference is regarded 
by its members as of so much importance 
that, while it is reainzed It must eventual.y 
become pubiic, it is desired to hold it in the 
dark until it can be presen ied in its compiele 
detalla.

LONDON, Jan. 19.—Gen. Buller’s move- 
ments north of the Tugela show that he {s 
endeavoring to envelop the strong Boer po 
sition west of Ladysmith. He ts not mak- 
ing frontal attacks, but using the hills at 
the bend of the Tugela, between the drifis 
at Potgieter’s and Pritchard's, as a pivot. 
he js swinging Warren's division west of 
Acton Homes, ant enmieavoring to turn 
the Boer right flank 

Dundonald, Buller’s cavalry leader, has 
seized hills in that locality, from which a 
clear view of the Boer positions can be 
had. 

That Gen Buller is moving slowly {s seen 
from the fact that he crossed the Tugela 
Tuesday and so far as known has not yet 
brought on a general engagement. 

He is evidently maneuvering, and for the 
first time since the war began there seems 
to be a display of grand strategy. Buller 
getting into a position to threaten the 
Drakensberg mountain passes to the Orange 
Free State, thus cutting off the retreat of 
the burchers of that republic, and, at the 
same time, to command the roads to Lady- 
smith.

THE PASSAGE OF THE TUGELA 


Led by Lord Dundonald, the British 
Crossed the Barrier Without 
Serious Fighting. 


SPRINGFIELD, on the Little Tugela, 
Jan. 17.—The passage of the Big Tugela 
was effected without encountering serious 
resistance. 7 

The forward movement began on 
Wednesday, Jan. 10, from Frere and 
Chieveley. Lord Dundonald’s mounted bri- 
gide with the Fifth Hrigade, under Gen. 
Hart, comprising the Dublins the Con- 
naughte, the InniskitlUngs and the Border 
Regiment, procecded northwesterly to 
Springfield. The position had previously 
been thoroughly reconnoitered. A few miles 
outside of 
largets erected 
a force advancing in skirmishing order. 
Evidently the Boers had been firing at these 
from the adjacenr: hilis. Lord Dundonald 
pushed on and 1s the main column ac- 
vanced it was notified that Spriugfield was 
not occupled by Boers, and that the Fifth 
Kirigade had taken possession. The British 
transport extended for geeveral miles and 
comprised some &00 vehicles.

The column advanced to Mount Alice, fac- 
ing the enemy's mountain fortress. 

The Boers had been at Potgieter’s Drift 
the previous day. 

A jong camp could be seen on Tugela 
Heights, facing Mount Alice, but the en- 
emy withdrew into the mountains. A bugg 
Was seen ieaving for the hills on the right, 
Presumably with Gen, Joubert or some oth- 
er commandant. Gen. Buller took up his 
quarters in a farmhouse beionging to Mar- 
tinas Preetorius, who had disappeared. 

Qn Friday a loud explosion was heard. 
Subsequently it was found that the Boers 
had destroyed a bridge under construction 
seven miles above Potgieter’s Drift. 

Gen, Buller has iseued a spirited appeal 
and instructions to the forces, beginning: 

“We are going to the relief of our com- 
rades in Ladysmith. There will be no turn- 
ing back.” 

The order proceeds to advise the men, 
when they charge, regarding the conditions 
under which they ehowd receive the sur- 
render of any of the enemy. It also warns 
them that the Boers are treacherous in the 
use of the white flag. 

This order has been received with enthusi- 
asm in every camp.

| Mr. Patterson knew this was good enough 
to beat anything at New Orleans in the 
2-year-old class, so he shipped the cult 
down to the Crescent City and entered him 
iin the first three-eighths dash of the meet- 
ing, which was yesterday. To his friends 
all over the ys anne! & Mr. Patterson had 
given the tip that the colt could not lose, 
burring. an aceident of some kind. The 
name given the colt was Quiz, although 
not until yesterday afternoon were Mr. 
Patterson's friends In this city advised 
of the name of the speedy animal. When 
the odds came from the track as good as 
two and one-half to one was laid «against 
the colt and then ensued a plunge among 
the local] bettors, the like of which has 
not been seen in a long while. 

The money rolled in In bunches, but the 
bookmakers took all that was offered.

ARE PUTS AND CALLS ILLEGAL’

trading a crime? President Warren of the 
Board of. Trade, in an interview eald it 
was ‘‘a violation of the statutes,” and that 
the policy of the new administration was to 
put a stop to it, no matter what the trad- 
ers affecte!l might think, say or do. In 
ihe meantime, many ‘“‘put and call"’ men, 
all of whom are said to be members of the 
Board of. Trade, will meet at the Millers’ 
Exchange each forenoon to settle for privi- 
leges bought the day before and, again in 
the afternoon to put and call grain on 
which privileges are held—in the morning 
from 9 to ll o'clock and in the afternoun 
from 1:06 to 1:N. 

H. lL. Foster, who was chairman of the 
meeting at which this was decided on, sald: 
‘The ‘put and call’ men are not’ fighting 
the Board of Directors. On the contrary, 
we have withdrawn to BW Sherman atreet, 
580 as not to conflict with the new ruling. 
Tne ‘put and call’ men expect to continue 
clearing through the Board of Trade ciear- 
ing house. That is one of the privileges of 
members.”

Commissioner and the President of the Board ef Public Im- 
provements the service of the Water Department has been 
honest and efficient. The places have been filled by men 
specially fitted for them. Rellable and efficlent men have been 
undisturbed by political changes at the City Hall. 

Does any one believe that with the power of appointment 
transferred to the Mayor the service will remain efficient, 
or that men wil! secure or hold their places on the basis of 
fitness and honest work? Does any one doubt that the 
spoilsmen. will take possession of the Water Department 
if the Mayor controls the appointments? 

The bills introduced by President Meter reorganizing the 
Water Department are spoils bills. Both Commissioner Flad and 
President McMath agree that they menace the efficiency of 
the waterworks service. Turning over the waterworks to 
spoilsmen would be the first step to the turning over of the 
plant to private ownership. The injury to the service would 
supply an argument for a change of ownership. 

Are there envuugh members of the Council so lost to a sense 
of their public cbligation as to consent to this outrage? Will 
citizens permit the one excellent service of the one municipal 
plant in the city to be wrecked by spoilsmen without vig- 


orous protest? 


The declaration by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
that any railway company can charge what it pleases makes 
things easy for railway monopoly. The consolidation of 
railways will, leave the shipper and passenger in a plight 
from which nothing but Government control or ownership 
can relieve then. 


The member of the London Stock Exchange who has been 
maltreated because he refused to guarantee the position of 
one of his clerks who volunteered to serve in Africa was very 
unwise. It is scarcely likely that many British volunteers 
will return from there unless the war is brought to a sudden 
conclusion. 
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It may be supposed that so experienced a person as Mr. 
Hepburn would have written “‘Burn this letter’ at the end 
of the communication he addressed to Mr. Gage; but the 
campaign corruption fund has become so well Known that 
Mr. Hepburn inay have thought that no caution was neces- 
sary. 


The assessment of Government clerks in Kentucky to pay 
post-election expenses when money must be raised for this 
year’s presidential election too is rather oppressive. It is the 
opinion of must Government employes, doubtless, that the 
trusts and pet banks should keep up the slush fund. 

“How,” asks Senator Pettigrew, “‘“‘are we to get rich support- 
ing a big standing army in the Philippines in order that peo- 
ple who earn five cents a day may trade with us?’ It looks 
as if Mr. Pettigrew will have to send his question to the 
“answers-to-correspondents” man. 
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The fact that one may slip in crossing car tracks should 
always be taken Into account. Every year the downtown 
streets are becoming more obstructed by cars that should be 
run underground. One must allow time for falling and get- 
ting up, as well as for crossing.
